Rules, no order imposing the penalty specified in clause 

(i), (ii) or (iv) of rule 3 (other than an order based on 
iacts which have led to his conviction in a Criminal 
Court or by a Court Martial, or an order superseding him 
for promotion to a higher post) on the ground of his 
uniitness for that post on any Government servant to 
whom these rules are applicable shall be passed unless 
he has been given an adequate opportunity of making any 
representation that he may desire to make and such 
representation, it any, has been taken into consideration 
before the order is passed. 

Provided that the requirement of this rule may, for 
sufficient reasons to bo recorded in writing, be waived 
where there is difficulty in observing them and where 
they can be waived without injustice to the officer con- 
cerned ”, 

(ii) To rule 11 of the said rules, the following proviso 
shall be added, namely : — 

“ Provided that where it is proposed to enhance the 
penalty imposed by any officer, the Government servant 
concerned shall be given a reasonable opportunity of 
showing cause against the proposed enhancement even 
if this requirement may already have been complied with 
by the lower competent authority’.
